THE DEATH OF A CZAR 
Fads for Weak Women 
D ram atic S to ry of the W ay Nicholas I. 
Com m itted Suicide. 
There are various stories of the death 
of the Czar Nicholas I. 
H ere is one 
w hich the great singer M ario heard 
from a doctor of the court and which 
is told in “The Romance of a G reat 
Singer:” 
“W hen the R ussian arm y w as m eet­ 
ing w ith reverse afte r reverse in the 
Crim ean w ar the czar sent for his doc­ 
to r and dem anded to know which w as 
the quickest and m ost painless poison 
th at he knew of, bluntly telling the 
startled 
physician 
th at he had re­ 
solved to com m it suicide. 
H e further 
w arned the doctor in the stern m anner 
w hich w as his characteristic th at if he 
w ere not obeyed the doctor's life wotjld 
be w orthless. H e sharply silenced the 
m an’s nervous rem onstrances and com­ 
m anded him to bring the poison. 
The 
doctor did not dare to refuse and a few 
m inutes later brought a sm all vial 
containing the poison, which he as­ 
sured the czar would deprive any one 
of existence in a few m inutes. 
To be 
sure that he had been obeyed and th at 
the doctor w as speaking the tru th the 
czar obliged him to rem ain in the room 
w arning him th at if the poison failed 
his life should insw er for it. The czar 
took the poison w ithout the least tre­ 
m or or the m ovem ent of a muscle, and, 
although tv i o t >]<! by the doctor, w h o 
hold his w atch in his hand, th a t there 
w as tim e to s a te him by an antidote 
should he alter his mind, the czar re­ 
fused, answ ering tlie second entreaty 
by sim ply w aving the m an aw ay, he by 
th a t tim e being unable to speak. 
It 
w as given out th a t the czar had died 
from the effects of a severe chill, but 
those who knew the facts also knew 
th at he had com m itted suicide rath er 
than face the defeat of his arm y.”

odist Protestant chu rch might b e u nit­ 
ed into one great chu rch. 
Ju st what these p rincip les are, the 
memb ers of the committee wou ld not 
make p u b lic. Bishop John W. Walden 
of the Methodist Ep iscop al chu rch 
gáv e ou t the following statem ent at 
the conclu sion of the conference:

and selling, which the statute of limi­ 
tation barred, consulted State Senator 
Martin B. Bailey, former mayor of 
Danville, regarding indictments and 
prosecution under the law for criminal 
conspiracy. 
When Bailey and other attorneys 
rendered an opinion that either buyer 
or seller could be prosecuted under 
the conspiracy act, and that men who 
hold public office could be compelled 
to testify as to the amount of money 
spent in the election, Foreman Wood-

Washington, Jan. 21.—Uncle Sam 
may be in possession of the two big­ 
gest battleships in the world if con­ 
gress enacts into law an amendment 
incorporated in the naval bill by the 
house committee on naval affairs.

It will add to the 
strength of the coal miners of Colo­ 
rado, where the organization has been 
battling with the operators since last 
April in a strike. 
Miners declare that the threat of the 
machinists and of iv r crafts to with­ 
draw from the A. I . of L. will not be 
carried out aud that everything will be 
smoothed out now by the officers of 
the A. F. of L. 
Action will probably 
be taken soon amalgamating the two 
miners’ organizations into one body, 
to be known as the United Mine Work­ 
ers of America.

Tragedy Follows Quarrel Between Vet­ 
erans at Soldiers’ Home.

San Francisco, Jan. 21.—A death 
blow is aimed at racing, bookmaking 
and gambling in California by the ac­ 
tion of the public morals committee of 
the senate and assembly, which unani­ 
mously decided in favor of tho pas­ 
sage of the Walker anti gambling law. 
The bill, which is sure to pass, forbids 
betting on contests of any sort, either 
oral or otherwise. 


Upper House of the Indiana Legisla­ 


ture Passed a Bill Holding the Rail- 


I 
roads Responsible For Fir^s Adja­ 
cent to the Right of Way, the Rail­ 


w a y Attorney Being Ignorant of the 
Pending Action. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 21.—By a vote of 
45 to 0 a bill of great importance to 
railroads was passed in the senate yes- 
i terday. It holds railroad corporations 
responsible for all fires adjacent to the 
right-of-way, the burden of proof being 
upon them in all cases of such destruc­ 
tion of property. 
In order to indem­ 
nify themselves against loss, the bill 
gives them an insurable right in such 
property. The bill was reported from 
committee and immediately passed. It 
appears that the railway attorney did 
not know that it was to come up till 
it had passed the senate. 
Among the other bills passed in the 
the senate was the Yarling bill provid­ 
ing for a commission to investigate the 
needs of agricultural and industrial 
education in the state, and the bill au­ 
thorizing the issuance of bonds of civil 
townships to pay for building school­ 
houses. The local option amendment 
bill was reported favorably by the ma­ 
jority members of the committee on 
public morals and passed to second 
reading, after a minority report pre­ 
sented by Senator Jenkins (Rep.) had 
been lost. 
Senator Durre (Rep.), member of 
the public morals committee, voted 
with the Democrats against the adop­ 
tion of the minority report, and Sena­ 
tors Tilden and McCarty (Dem.), vot­ 
ed with the Republicans for it. Sena­ 
tor Wood, Republican floor leader, 
made a speech denouncing the option 
amendment bill. 
This was the first 
step of the program arranged at the 
Democratic caucus of Wednesday on 
the local option bill, which amends the 
present local option law by changing 
the county unit to one of township and 
city. 
In the house the report was signed 
by every Democratic member of the 
committee, but there was no minority 
report made by the Republican mem­ 
bers. 
The committee is composed of 
Seidensticker, Frisse. Rentschler, Mc- 
Kennan, Benz and Keeney, all Demo­ 
crats, and Grieger, Wider and Ross, 
Republicans. 
In the senate the report was signed 
by the Democratic members. Senator 
Jenkins, Republican 
from Howard 
county, signed a minor' 
report, while 
Senator Durre of Evansville, the other 
Republican member of the committee 
refused to sign either report. 
The action of Senator Jenkins caus 
ed some surprise, as he was bitterly 
fought in his election by the Anti 
Saloon League, which went even to 
the extent of sending ex-Governor 
Ilanly to Kokomo* to urge Jenkins’s 
defeat in a public speech. It is under 
stood Jenkins’s action Mas due to pres 
sure brought to bear upon him by the 
caucus of Republican senators held 
yesterday morning before the senate 
convened. 
There were many heated 
remarks in the caucus, if it is reported 
correctly, because of the fact there is 
nOireally dry senator upon the public 
morals committee to represent Repub­ 
lican minority. 
The Democratic or 
ganization was given a skinning for 
“framing” the public morals commit­ 
tee and it is said both Durre and Jeu 
kins were criticised by some of their 
colleagues for accepting places on this 
committee when they realized, it would 
necessitate a possible conflict between 
their personal feelings and their party 
doctrines. 
J 
Jenkins finally' agreed to sign a mi­ 
nority report in order that his party 
might have a cause for debate against 
the bill, but Durre remained firm in 
his refusal to go back upon his con­ 
stituents who want the county unit 
law repealed. 
Jenkins’s minority re­ 
port was in the stereotyped form and 
simply recommended that the bill be 
indefinitely postponed. 
Immediately on the presentation of 
the minority report Senator Woods, 
minority leader, obtained recognition 
and delivered an earnest speech in fa­ 
vor of its adoption, In the course of 
which he severely criticised the Dem­ 
ocrats and Governor Marshall. 
The 
majority was content to let the matter 
stand and made no attempt to reply. 
The roll was called and showed twen­ 
ty-eight voting against accepting the 
minority report and eighteen in sup­ 
port, and four not voting, though pres­ 
ent. 
Senators McCarty and Tilden. 
both Democrats, voted with the Re­ 
publicans and Senator Durre with the 
Democrats. 
The senators not voting 
were: Gavit, Hibberd, Kimmel (Rep.) 
and Royse (Dem.). 
Twenty-two new bills were Intro­ 
duced in the house and six bills were 
received from the senate and sent to 
committee. Among the new bills was 
one for publicity of campaign contribu­ 
tions before and after election; one 
providing for county industrial courts, 
and one for licensing plumbers. 
The 
resolution calling on the state board 
of accounts for a detailed statement 
et receipts and expenditures 
was 
adopted.
